80-A.  Cxtejition  rtf  period  oT  limitation  by  appellate  authority  in  certain  casts. — In 
all  eases  in  which  it  is  provided  under  this  Act  dial  an  append  may  be  filed  against  any 
decision  or  order  within  a specified  period,  die  appellate  authority  may  admit  an  appeal 
afte  r the  expiry  of  such  period  if  die  appellant  satisfies  .the  appellate  authority  dial  he  had 
sullicient  cause  for  not  preferring  the  appeal  within  such  period, 

S0-B.  Transfer  or  withdrawal  of  cases. — Subject  to  die  provisions  of  section  77  and 
78.  the  Registrar,  Additional  Registrar,  Joint  Registrar,  or  die  Deputy  Registrar  may  make 
over  any  ease  or  class  of  cases  arising  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  for  decision  from 
his  own  tile  to  any  officer  subordinate  to  him  competent  lo  decide  such  case  or  class  of 
cases  or  may  withdraw  any  case  or  class  of'  cases  from  any  such  officer  and  may  deal 
with  such  case  or  class  of  cases  himself  or  refer  die  same  for  disposal  to  any  oilier  ofli cer 
subordinate  to  liiin  and  competent  to  decide  such  case  or  class  of  cases; 

80-C.  Bower  to  make  interlocutory  orders. — When  an  application  for  appeal,  revision 
or  review  is  made  to  Slate  Government,  or  Registrar  under  this  Act,  it  may  in  order  to 
proven!  die  ends  of  justice  being  defeated,  make  sucli  interlocutory  orders  pending  the 
decision  of  die  appeal  or  application,  its  the  case  may  be,  as  may  appear  to  it/him  to  be 
jusi  and  convenient,  or  make  such  orders  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  ends  of  justice;  or 
to  prevent  die  abuse  of  die  legal  procedure. 

80-D.  Stay  of  execution  of  orders.- — 

(1)  An  o lircer  who  has  passed  any  order  or  his  successor  tn  office  may,  at  any  time  before 
the  expiry  or  die  period  prescribed  Jor  appeal  or  revision,  direct  ibe  execution  of  such 
order  to  be  slayed  for  such  lime  as  may  be  required  for  tiling  an  appeal  or  revision  and 
obtaining  a slay  order  from  die  appellate  or  rcvisioniil  authority, 

(2)  The  authority  exercising  the  powers  conferred  by  section  77,  section  78  or  section 
SO  may  direct  the  execution  of  the  order  under  appeal  or  revision  ur  review  to  be  slayed 
for  Midi  Mine  as  it  may  think  fit.
